Fatigue m ay be com pared to a speedometer 
which tells when we are exceeding the speed 
lim it of phy sical endurance. We are all inclined 
to overdo things, especially so-called diversions. 
The strenuous week ends in which we often in­ 
dulge are ty pical. 
For m any y ears, the tendency has been to in­ 
crease speed until now we have reached the age 
of little rest for nerve, brain or muscle. This 
rising tide of m ental and phy sical tire is inter­ 
preted by m any as a need for more exercise. As 
a resijlt, our week end vacations are cram m ed so 
full of exercise and activity th a t we are totally 
exhausted when Monday m orning arrives, when 
instead, we should be rested and anxious for the 
resum ation of work. 
If we play golf, it is too often thirty -six holes 
instead of eighteen; if we play tennis, it is five 
sets m orning and afternoon instead of two or 
three as it should be; if it is walking in which 
we indulge, it is too often strenuous cross coun­ 
try hiking w ith hills to climb. Even if it is m ere­ 
ly motoring, the trip too often develops into a 
“record run” a t breakneck speed which leaves us 
tense and tired. 
In fact, the average American has a tendency 
to go in too much for spasmodic and not enough 
for regular, normal exercise. Hence, our speed­ 
om eter known as fatigue is continually w arning 
us th a t we are exceeding the speed lim it of intel­ 
ligent activity .
